Even with S500 million boost, Muni infrastructure remains underfunded

Last Week Tonight with John 


Oliver borrows much from its spiritual 
sister program, The Daily Show with Jon 
Stewart. Oliver plays some news clips, 


rips officials a new one, and the audience 


always gets a good laugh. San Francisco 


has given these comedians plenty of fod- 
der over the years, but no matter how of- 
ten we star in these shows, sensitive San 


Franciscans will never get used to being 
the butt of the joke. 


In the opening of John Oliver’s seg- 


ment on crumbling infrastructure in 
the United States, which aired March 
1, Ed Reiskin, transportation director 
of the San Francisco Municipal Trans- 
portation Agency, got his 15 seconds 
of roasting. 

“As much as I like to think other- 
wise, infrastructure is not very sexy, 
Reiskin says on the show. His com- 


ments are played alongside a few other 


middle-aged Caucasian bureaucrats 
saying similar things. 

To which Oliver replies, “Yes, in- 
frastructure, like those men we just 
heard from, is important, but not 
sexy. 

Ouch. For the record, SF 
Weekly is no authority on 
bureaucrat sexiness — 
well leave that one to 
the voters. It is worth 
noting that Muni’s in- 





frastructure is a frequent topic in these 
pages. And at a Feb. 9 Capital Planning 
Committee meeting, Reiskin was mak- 


ing a similar argument as Oliver: San 
Francisco needs even more money for 
transit infrastructure. 

The SFMTA’s infrastruc- 
ture (of which Muni makes 
up the bulk) isn’t getting the 
attention or the money it re- 
quires, and over the next 10 
years it will face a $4.9 billion 
in infrastructure obligations. 
That number will balloon to 
























$11.5 billion in 20 years. In other 

words, that recent voter-approved $500 

million bond for transit infrastructure 

won't even put a dent in our needs. 

“Spoiler: I’m not going to end by 

asking for a billion dollars,” 

Reiskin told the committee. 
Everyone laughed. 

But maybe we shouldn’t 
wait for Reiskin to ask for it, 
because Muni really could use 

the cash. 
Basic main- 
tenance is 
what Muni 
calls its

pair.” Muni stations, buses, trains, 
repair facilities, tracks, stoplights, 
roads, all need regular maintenance. 
The SFMTA, Reiskin said, would 
need at least $450 million annually 
to not sink us into a deeper backlog 
of needed repairs. 

Currently, SFMTA is facing a $2 
billion backlog — and counting. 

Presently, Muni is getting $316 
million annually, all of which pays 
for capital needs. To actually make 
a dent in the backlog, the SFMTA 
would need $570 million a year. 

“This is the level at which we 
can stay above water,’ Reiskin told 
the committee. This time nobody 
laughed. 

And the public need continues 
to expand: “Vision Zero” pedestrian 
safety construction, Central Subway 
digging, and the expansion of Muni 
lines and bike lanes will all add to 
maintenance requirements. 

SFMTA spokesperson Paul 
Rose said “we do have a significant 
amount of unmet need,” which 
means the transit agency should 
be more “strategic in identifying 
funds.” 

Rose’s take was, well, a bit rosy. 
However, Reiskin was more realistic. 

“At the core of the transit system, 
we're in decent shape,” Reiskin said. 
“But as for the things that support 
that... we don’t have an answer.” 


How to Play 
Politics 101 


Political progressives have it 
rough in this town right now. 

The left-leaning political party’s 
power is at a historic low, while a mod- 
erate mayor and moderate-majority 
Board of Supervisors are having a 
great time ruling the roost. 

So how can political progressives 
regain relevance among San Francisco 
voters? Supervisor Eric Mar recently 
offered an unexpected solution: Ur- 
ban progressives should start playing 
nice with suburban moderates. 

“Progressives are getting our asses 
kicked,” Mar told a crowd at “How 
We Win: 2015 & Beyond,” a powwow 
aimed to revive the beleaguered party. 

West side denizens, the ones with 
white picket fences and moderate poli- 
tics, inhabit an electoral wasteland for 
progressives. University of San Fran- 
cisco political professor Corey Cook 
showed us data that confirmed most 
progressive voters live in the city’s east 
side and central areas where there are 
more renters and a larger Latino pop- 
ulation. Still, Mar twice won elections 
in the moderate Richmond District. So 
he must be on to something. 

It’s all in how you connect with 
your audience, Mar said. “There are 
things white progressives may vote 
on, but communities of color may 
need to be communicated to different- 
ly,” he said. In the Richmond, “I have 
to be careful about the language I’m 
using, (saying) not so much what I’m 
against, but what I’m for.” 

That means when talking to mod- 
erates about fair wages, fair markets, 
housing security, and equal justice, it’s 
best to steer away from the bullhorn 
protester-speak one might use at 
rallies in, say, the Mission District. “It 
may sound like mealymouth politi- 
cian talk,” Mar said, but it’s important 
“if 1am to engage my neighborhood.” 

Translation? Start playing politics.

City Treasurer Jose Cisneros 
may have fought the most politically ex- 
haustive battle of his career, netting San 
Francisco $25 million in back taxes from 


It’s a major win for Cisneros, but he 
prevents a tax collector from discussing 


specific companies’ taxes, Cisneros told 
SF Weekly, with the restraint of a saint. 


Regardless of that rule, politicians of 
all stripes have continuously hammered 
Cisneros for details about Airbnb’s back 
taxes. Before he collected the cash, cu- 
rious pols asked repeatedly, “Why can’t 


you collect Airbnb’s damned taxes?” 
This matters, because Airbnb won't be 


the last sharing economy darling to dis- 


rupt how government collects its due. 


At each of those same meetings, Cis- 
neros smiled like the Cheshire cat, and 


lifted his hands apologetically. 
The back taxes eventually got paid, 


but what is not known is how Cisneros 


accomplished the task, especially with 
so much political opposition coming 
from the Mayor’s Office. Perhaps his 


story would illuminate the ties between 


Mayor Ed Lee and the tech industry, 


which would be especially pertinent as 
the mayor’s re-election looms. 

But Jose Cisneros won't say a peep, 
because, legally, he can't. 

In 2012, at a hearing about the taxes 
Airbnb owed, Jay Nath, the mayor's 
chief tech guru, asked the treasurer to 
use his “discretion” and “pause adop- 
tion” of regulations to tax sharing-econ- 
omy darlings like Airbnb. “The mayor 
believed then that the sharing economy 
should be approached thoughtfully and 
that outdated laws needed to be updat- 
ed,” said Christine Falvey, spokeswom- 
an for the Mayor's Office. 

Insiders tell a different story, saying 
the Mayor's Office essentially told Cis- 
neros to back off Airbnb. 

The political pressure was not a sur- 


prise to City Hall insiders, considering 
Mayor Lee’s well-known alliance with 
Airbnb investor Ron Conway. But the 
taxes were big bucks, and the alliance 
meant even bigger favors down the 
road. Notably, Conway spent hundreds 
of thousands to litter San Francisco 
with mailers favoring Lee’s endorsed 
candidates. 

So any other politician with a win 
against entrenched interests would 
brag from one end of the Golden Gate 
Bridge to another. The money itself is 
nothing to sneeze at either. 

Even in San Francisco budgetary 
terms, $25 million will do much: revive 
scores of nonprofits, shelter countless 
homeless, with enough money left over 
to buy a Muni bus or two. 


Few will ever know the real story 
of how far the mayor pushed Cisneros, 
and his 200-person office, to not collect 
those taxes, or how Cisneros eventually 


won. Did he pack a six-shooter and duel 


at high-noon with Airbnb CEO Brian 
Chesky? Maybe he crashed a pterodactyl 
into Airbnb HQ’s skylight, recovering 
the taxes before anyone noticed. 

It doesn’t look like we'll ever really 
know. 

“Are you pleased that because of 


your tenacity, Airbnb will pay its back 


taxes?” Hene Kelly, a Democratic Coun- 
ty Central Committee member asked 
Cisneros at a February meeting. 

“We ask all citizens to pay their 
taxes,’ Cisneros replied, hands raised in 
the air, still smiling. JFR

WHY ARE THE UNITED STATES ATTORNEY AND DEA TAKING AN INTEREST IN EVERYDAY TENDERLOIN CRIME? 


Federal ‘Loin 


Ivan Speed is not a model citi- 
zen. Since growing up in the Alemany 
housing projects, Speed has spent his 
adulthood running the streets in San 
Francisco, racking up the kind of record -- 
assault, theft, drugs, guns -- that would 
earn even a fallen choir boy the title of “ca- 
reer criminal.” 

Not that anyone in the Marina 
has anything to fear from the likes of 
Speed. His crime spree as of late has 
been contained to the Tenderloin, 
where his alleged misdeeds -- stealing 
$25, swiping a phone, selling $50 
worth of crack cocaine -- are seemingly 
trivial, especially considering these dai- 
ly occurrences often take place in full 
view of rollerbag-dragging tourists who 
wandered a block too far from their 
Union Square hotel. 

But Speed’s multiple stints in custo- 
dy in between filling the police blotter 
are not entirely harmless. Speed and 
many others like him stuck in the crim- 
inal justice system’s revolving door are 
why are San Francisco has the highest 
recidivism rate in the state -- 77.9 per- 
cent, according to the California Depart- 
ment of Corrections and Rehabilitation. 
They also create a constant headache 
for frustrated police, who are tired of 
arresting the same people for the same

crimes in the same place. Cops blame an 
accommodating district attorney and 
lenient judges for sticking them with the 
regular cast of recalcitrant reoffenders. 
Multiple offenses might lead to nothing 
more than probation, which means a 
swift return to the streets. 

It appears that police have found an 
innovative solution to this revolving 
door. Thanks to the federal Justice 
Department, which in between dealing 
with terrorism and immigration has 
taken an interest in policing the Tender- 
loin, “business as usual” on Turk Street 
can now lead to a federal prison term. 

This month, Speed is scheduled to 
stand trial for allegedly possessing a 
gun -- ano-no for a felon on probation. 
The gun was allegedly used in a May 
2012 robbery, where four men allegedly 
robbed a victim of a phone and $25 in 
front of a Tenderloin liquor store. As of 
now, there might not bea 
victim in this crime: The 
robbery victim gave police 
a fake name and a fake 
address before disappear- 
ing completely, according 
to court filings, and no 
witnesses are scheduled to 
testify in court. 

If convicted, Speed 
could serve more than 200 
months in prison, court 


filings say.

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Mellina Williams’ situation is simi- 
lar. In 2013, San Francisco cops nabbed 
the now 32-year-old black woman for 
selling 1.4 grams of crack to an under- 
cover cop -- a kind of “buy-bust” that 
clogged court dockets with dope fiends 
and stuff narcs’ pockets with overtime 
pay during the crack era’s heyday. This 
anachronistic practice is dying out. 
Courts don’t want to deal with hordes 
of nonviolent drug offenders any more 
than overcrowded prisons want to 
house them. 

But for her cheap rock, Williams 
did over a year in federal lockup. Wil- 
liams and Speed were both arrested in 
“Operation Safe Schools,” a 2013 caper 
in which S.F. cops working with Drug 
Enforcement Administration agents 
brought in 10 people for selling crack 
on the streets of the Tenderloin. In fed- 
eral court,

treasured San Francisco innovations 
like drug court, pretrial diversion, and 
other alternatives to incarceration do 
not apply, and judges working with 
mandatory minimums are not com- 
pelled to treat drug sales, no matter 
how petty, with probation. 

The purpose of “Safe Schools,” ac- 
cording to the feds, is to crack down 
on drug dealing near schools. And as 
happens in the central part of a densely 
populated city, all of the Tenderloin’s 
reliable drug corners -- Turk and Taylor, 
Golden Gate and Hyde, to name a few 
-- are within 1,000 feet of a school. That 
triggers tougher penalties and justifies 
the federal government's interest in 
dime and nickel rocks of crack. 

Eight of the 10 suspects arrested in 
the first Safe Schools sweep were black 
women, an inexplicable discrepancy 
unlike any other I’ve 
seen. Most were in their 
late 20s or early 30s, 
and most were mothers 
themselves, according to 
court documents. Nearly 
all had a string of prior 
convictions for the same 
offenses: possession of 

drugs, possession of 
drugs with the intent 
to sell, sale of drugs to 
an undercover officer. 
Instead of probation, 
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all of them did at least a year in federal 
lockup. 

If the first Safe Schools failed to im- 
press, check out the sequel. In February, 
federal prosecutors announced another 
Safe Schools haul. This one -- 19 people 
-- is even bigger, but it’s more of the 
same: repeat offenders, black men and 
women, the denizens of the Tenderloin 
at the mercy of a federal government 
that, unlike San Francisco, is not giving 
up on the drug war. 

SFPD Chief Greg Suhr, the former 
narc who received praise from liberal 
and libertarian media in December 
for supposedly “disbanding” the city’s 
narcotics unit, is a huge fan. In a press 
release announcing Safe Schools H, Suhr 
praised the DEA and the U.S. Attorney 
and offered harsh words for the drug 
dealers “preying on young children.” 

Which they aren’t. Speed is accused 
of holding a gun during a liquor store 
holdup. Williams sold a rock to an 
undercover cop. These crimes do not 
involve kids. Even if Safe Schools is 100 
percent successful of ridding the TL of 
dope dealers, school kids will still have 
to navigate a maze of chronic inebriates 
and mentally ill people while traversing 
the Tenderloin. 

“Safe Schools” seems to serve one 
main purpose: It gives those cops tired 
of seeing the same faces a workaround 
to avoid local leniency and give dope 
fiends real punishment, with rules that 
favor the cops instead of the robbers.

Meanwhile, on another coast, conservative Christians flip off an LGBT nondiscrimination ordinance.

Note: Your Humble Narrator, Joe Eskenazi, 
is still on paternity leave. This week, we 
hand over his space to Your Humble Foreign 
Correspondent, Erin Tracy-Blackwood, re- 
porting on activities of interest going on in 
Charlotte, N.C. — that other major bank 
town across the Great Divide. 


A teenage transgender girl, an 
older woman, and two younger girls walk 
into a bathroom. ... 

Sorry, no punchline here — this 
really happened during an almost six- 
hour city council meeting March 3 in 
Charlotte, N.C., and Your Humble For- 
eign Correspondent was there. As the 
teen exited, two grown men who were 
hanging outside the women’s restroom 
yelled at her and called her a “pervert.” 
One of them, the notorious conservative 
Christian activist Flip Benham, has been 
convicted in the past of stalking. 

What timing. As the teenager was 
being accosted for her choice to use the 
women’s restroom, city council mem- 
bers were gearing up to vote on a non- 
discrimination ordinance that included 
a provision allowing transgender people 
to use facilities that match their gender 
identity without fear of harassment. 

It’s that provision that brought out 
some 200 people to offer support for — 
or opposition to — the proposal. The 
ordinance failed in a 6-5 vote. For some 
cities, even large ones with significant 
LGBT communities, the fear of offering 
equal protections to homosexuals or 
transgender people is paralyzing. 


You don’t know how good you have 
it, San Franciscans. You may have prob- 
lems with a lack of affordable housing and 
overcrowding due to the tech bros who've 
bum-rushed the Bay Area, but you don't 
have far-right Christians making legisla- 
tive decisions about people’s civil liberties. 
Hundreds of your citizens don’t take the 
afternoon off work and bring their kids 
downtown to hear some good ol’ hate 
speech because their pastors told them to. 
In San Francisco, a rabid wingnut like 
Flip Benham probably would’ve been 
locked in an institution long ago, in- 
stead of being given a sanctioned public 
platform from which to tell a significant 
portion of the city’s population that 
they’re cursed and are going to burn 
in hell. That’s Your Humble Foreign 
Correspondent’s idealized view of your 
fair city, anyway. At the very least, said 
wingnut probably wouldn't be allowed 
to stand in a government building next 
to local police and verbally assault a 
teenage girl for using the bathroom. 
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Although the bathroom incident that 
unfolded in Charlotte during the debate 
demonstrated why transgender citizens, 
especially children, need to be protected 
from harassment and other dangers, 
opponents argued that passing the or- 
dinance would be the real danger — to 
children. They claimed the law would 
open a floodgate of heterosexual men 
disguising themselves as women and 
hiding in bathrooms to sexually assault 
women and young girls. 

But the ordinance was about more 
than just bathrooms. It also would’ve 
made it illegal for contractors, taxi com- 
panies, and businesses to discriminate 
against people on the basis of their 
sexual orientation, marital status, fa- 
milial status, gender identity, or gender 
expression. 

Passions ran high at a rally held before 
the council meeting. From a stage flanked 
by signs emblazoned with words like 
“homo-nazis” and “perverts,” religious 
radio host Michael Brown and the afore- 
mentioned Benham told members of the 
crowd they had a message of love for the 
gay community, then proceeded to rant 
about gay rights destroying the morals of 
our nation and how the Christian com- 
munity is being systematically oppressed. 

Your Humble Foreign Correspon- 
dent watched another speaker, Jason 
Jimenez, tell a story about a heterosex- 
ual man in Milwaukee who had entered 
a women’s locker room dressed as a 
female and spoken to several girls before 
he was discovered. Jimenez blamed the 
incident on that city having a similar 
nondiscrimination ordinance. 
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Lots of cities have these types of 
protections. San Francisco has one of 
the oldest nondiscrimination ordinanc- 
es in the country, passed in 1972, and 
oddly enough your city hasn’t yet been 
engulfed by the fiery flames of hell or 
plagued by famine or locusts or what- 
ever....In fact, out of the 200 largest 
cities in the United States, Charlotte is 
one of only three that does not have this 
type of legislation. And all three of those 
cities are located . . . you guessed it: in 
the South. 


Inside the Charlotte City Council 
chamber, 117 speakers stood before the 
board and spoke about why they were for 
or against the ordinance. The first 22 op- 
posed it, and out of those, only seven were 
from Charlotte. In fact, most of the oppo- 
sition came from smaller surrounding ru- 
ral and suburban communities — not 
from the more politically moderate resi- 
dents of Charlotte. Anti-LGBT speakers 
quoted scripture and cited the Rev. Martin 
Luther King Jr. (because there’s a guy who 
would support discrimination), and they 
spoke about their fears. They said they 
would feel uncomfortable and oppressed if 
they were forced to share a bathroom with 
a transgender person. 

They spoke about their children be- 
ing molested, as if that could only hap- 
pen — and most assuredly would — if 
a nondiscrimination ordinance passed. 

Other speakers’ impassioned 
speeches were almost amusing. One 
guy talked about shy bladder syn- 
drome. Another mentioned imps. 
Kristin McCora, a Charlotte resident, 
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Anti-LGBT conservatives crawl 
out of the woodwork in Charlotte, 
N.C., worried about bathrooms. 


revealed that she was once a member of 
the YMCA, and when she went into the 
sauna there, she sometimes saw elderly 
women’s bare breasts and vaginas. She 
was afraid the law could lead to her see- 
ing penises as well. 

There was also a bit of performance: 
To illustrate his stance, Pastor Steve 
Triplett of Fellowship Baptist Church 
sang a song about how two roosters on 
a farm don’t walk arm in arm. 

Some speakers used hyperbole (at 
least that’s how Your Humble Foreign 
Correspondent interpreted it) to drive 
home their points. Jordan Roose of 
Monroe said if all Charlotte residents 
were included in the council chambers, 
he was certain they would unanimously 
agree the ordinance shouldn't pass. 
Nathan Atwood, the white pastor of St. 
Giles Presbyterian Church, informed us 
that black people did not appreciate gay 
rights being linked to civil rights. 

Then there were the people who 
swear their opposition to the ordinance 
isn’t about discrimination. “I’m respect- 
ful of the GBLT community, and it’s 
important to say they are people,” said 
one woman. (Your Humble Foreign Cor- 
respondent salutes her courage!) 

“This isn’t about discrimination; 
this is about a 14-year-old going to the 
bathroom,” said a man who brought his 
teenage daughter to the podium. 

Opponent after opponent spoke, 
worrying about the safety of heterosex- 


ual children, but never once expressing 
concern about the safety of homosexual 
or transgender children. 


The ordinance had its supporters, 
too. Crystal Richardson, an attorney, 
wondered why Charlotte now protects her 
from being discriminated against because 
she’s black, but not because she’s gay. 
John Grooms of Charlotte assured the 
room that change is inevitable, but it 
doesn’t have to be scary. St. John’s Baptist 
Church passed out shirts that read “God 
loves everyone.” 

Sam Spencer of the nearby college 
town of Davidson and Dr. Tara Collins 
of Charlotte both attempted to explain 
the concept of gender identity, as others 
reminded opponents that the vast ma- 
jority of sexual assaults are perpetrated 
by assailants who already know their 
victims, not by strangers cross-dressing 
in a restroom. 

John Hartness of Charlotte quoted 
the Bill of Rights and said, “By continu- 
ing to treat people as second-class citi- 
zens, we re being third-rate Americans.” 
And many supporters spoke about the 
economic impact LGBT citizens have in 
the community and the need for Char- 
lotte to appear modern and accommo- 
dating to all when trying to attract ma- 
jor modern companies (some of which 
may be located in the San Francisco Bay 
Area, who knows?). 

Despite all the support from actual 
Charlotte residents, the anti-LGBT fear 
campaign infected the city council. Once 
public debate was over, board members 
quickly passed an amendment to elimi- 
nate the bathroom protection for trans- 
gender citizens. Two council members 
voted against that. 

“T cannot support an amendment 
that doesn’t protect all of our citizens,” 
said Lawana Mayfield, the council’s sole 
LGBT member. 

When the ordinance failed, Your 
Humble Foreign Correspondent was 
disappointed but not shocked. Perhaps 
one day, the LGBT citizens of Charlotte, 
N.C., will enjoy the same protections 
their counterparts in San Francisco and 
other major cities have had for years. 
But Monday was not that day. 

At least the anti-LGBT crowd here 
can rest assured that their children are 
now 100 percent safe from sexual as- 
sault, though. Right?

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BACK IN HIS HOMETOWN OF 
Columbus, Ohio, Jim E. Cates had a part- 
time job at the U.S. Post Office while at- 
tending college. It was the 1960s. 
African-Americans across the country held 
similar civil service jobs, viewing them as 
good, stable occupations. Cates, though, 
had different ambitions. He listened to 
the stories of some of his co-workers 
college-educated men who had “settled” for 
jobs in the post office because they couldn't 
find work in the professional fields in 
which they'd earned degrees. 

“Times were changing, and I knew 
that when I finished college, I wanted 
to find good opportunities and pursue 
them,” says Cates, whose father never 
finished high school but built a prosper-

ous business as the top local machinist. 
He died less than a year after Cates 
completed college, but left behind some 
valuable words of wisdom. “My father 
had taught me a very important lesson 
very early: Become an expert at some- 
thing that people need, something 
they’re willing to pay for.” 

By the early 1970s, Cates had arrived 
in Santa Clara County armed with an ad- 
vanced degree in computer and informa- 
tion science from Ohio State University, 
his dad’s advice ringing in his ears. In 
the decades since, Cates has held execu- 
tive positions at IBM, Altera, and other 
major technology companies. He’s now 
president of LOBI Group, an IT firm

specializing in business intelligence and 
enterprise resource planning, and the 
author of two books on leadership. 
Cates is a member of a tight-knit 
circle of successful Bay Area black and 
Latino entrepreneurs, managers, and ex- 
ecutives positioned to assess the current 
hot topic in the technology industry: 
how to achieve ethnic and gender di- 
versity. As a self-described “serial CIO,” 
he has deep reserves of technical and 
leadership expertise, and contacts in 
the highest reaches of both legacy and 
newer tech businesses, as well as in the 
venture capital realm. He describes hav- 
ing a strong sense of obligation to create 
pathways for other nontraditional tech- 
nology and business professionals seek- 
ing to crack the code of attaining success 
in Silicon Valley. More than most people 
who have followed news about the tech 
industry over the past two years, Cates 
is acutely aware of what a New York 
Times headline last year called “Silicon 
Valley’s Diversity Problem.” 


THE TECH INDUSTRY IS FINALLY 
copping to that problem. After Google 
released its internal demographic data 
last May, several other major tech and 
social media companies with large pro- 
files in San Francisco released their num- 
bers, too. The picture that emerged was 
one of a predominantly white, male in- 
dustry, with few women, blacks, or Lati- 
nos in leadership roles, and abysmal 
percentages of blacks and Latinos across 
the sector. Leaders at Google and other 
multibillion-dollar tech companies have 
subsequently pledged to “do better” by 
creating or enhancing existing initiatives 
focused on stronger recruiting and out- 
reach measures to black, Latino, and 
other nontraditional job candidates. 

In January, Intel CEO Bryan 
Krzanich said the Santa Clara-based 
company will spend $300 million 
over the next five years on programs 
and initiatives aimed at recruiting, 
hiring, and training workers from “un- 
der-represented” communities. Last 
month, Google donated $775,000 to 
CODE2040, a nonprofit that provides 
training bootcamps for black and 
Latino students. The Intel and Google 
announcements served to somewhat 
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blunt the sharp edges of a wide gap 
and vividly exposed a socioeconomic 
paradox: In the San Francisco Bay 
Area, one of the most ethnically di- 
verse regions in America, companies 
at the center of the most powerful 
employment sector have failed to draw 
workers from wide swaths of the local 
populations. Moreover, with Google, 
Facebook, Twitter, and other large 
second-wave technology companies 
seeing high numbers of users who are 
black or Latino, the absence of those 
workers in these companies creates the 
impression of exploitation. 

For example, 72 percent of Google’s 
leaders are white. The company’s global 
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workforce is 61 percent white, 30 per- 
cent Asian, 3 percent Hispanic, and 2 
percent black. In the company’s purely 
tech positions, such as engineering, 
whites comprise 60 percent of occupa- 
tions, Asians 34 percent, Hispanics 2 
percent, and blacks 1 percent. Women 
comprise 17 percent of Google’s global 
workforce. Collectively, among multiple 
thousands of employees worldwide, 
including several thousand in San 
Francisco and Santa Clara counties, 
Google and other leading technology 
and social media companies have work- 
forces in which blacks comprise fewer 


than 4 percent of the total, on average. 
Some technology company executives, 
including Krzanich of Intel, have ac- 
knowledged the disconnect between 
the demographics of their user base 
and their workforces. In announcing 
the $300 million Intel intends to direct 
toward improving inclusive hiring and 
retention of women and people of col- 
or, Krzanich said at the January Con- 
sumer Electronics Show in Las Vegas, 
“It’s time to step up and do more” to 
make Intel’s workforce “more represen- 
tative” of America’s population. 

All the same, the diversity issue in 
tech continues making worldwide head- 
lines, in spite of the recent pledges from 
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In December, the Rev. Jesse 
Jackson hosted a Bay Area forum 
on diversity in the tech industry. 
While here, he visited with Kacie 
Gonzalez (left) and Nick Norena 
(right), two executives with the 
photo app company Shoto, at San 
Francisco's Workshop Cafe. 


Intel, Google, and other companies to 
improve their local hiring of candidates 
who didn’t earn degrees from Stanford, 
MIT, or other farm club universities 
that have traditionally represented the 
pipeline into top San Francisco and Val- 
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ley tech companies. From a gender dis- 
crimination lawsuit filed last month by 
women partners and executives at some 
Silicon Valley enterprises, to national 
talk-show discussions about chief exec- 
utives and venture capitalists who have 
made questionable public comments on 
social topics including homelessness or 
income inequality, many tech-industry 
leaders have come under heightened 
scrutiny — and blistering criticism — 
for what can kindly be called obtuseness. 
That obtuseness is hardly surprising 
to Cates and other black and Latino 
executives, managers, and rank-and-file 
tech workers in the Bay Area who are 
working to make substantive changes. 





Cates has spent at least 20 years on 
the issue, as past president of the CIO 
Scholarship Fund and board member of 
the GLOW Foundation, two San Fran- 
cisco nonprofits that serve talented, 
high-academic-achieving students who 
are economically disadvantaged. But 
the challenges to improving diversity 
are complicated, he says. They hinge 
on combating a combination of factors 
including institutional racism, limited 
opportunities for quality education for 
the poor, and a mindset that exists in 
many corporate structures that tends 
to hold nontraditional workers to dif- 
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ferent standards than traditional or 
white, male workers. 

“Have things improved over the 
years where these factors are con- 
cerned? Of course, Cates says. “But 
there are still many barriers to success 
for those who begin much farther be- 
hind the starting line than others.” 


IN 2011, QAWI HARVARD 

wrapped up his doctorate in electrical and 
computer engineering at Boise State Uni- 
versity, and lit out for Silicon Valley. Har- 
vard had already completed a few 
internships at midsize tech companies in 
the Valley, and once he returned for the 
long haul, and began researching compa-

nies where he’d like to work, he was floored 
by the Census and U.S. Labor Department 
data that showed blacks comprised only 1 
percent of technical occupations. 

“T knew there weren't that many 
minorities, because I had done intern- 
ships already,” says Harvard, now 35. 
“But by now, it’s pretty obvious that 
these companies haven’t been making 
the effort” to recruit and retain quali- 


fied African-American and Latino tech 
workers, adds Harvard, who is black. 
“You actually have to be working at it 
to have such low numbers.” 

Harvard is half-joking, but the idea 
that the owners and top recruiters 
at leading tech companies have de- 
liberately or subconsciously failed to 
welcome promising black newcomers 
is no laughing matter. That dynamic is 
also not new. 

Burnita Bluitt was 44 and worked 
for several years each at McKinsey & 
Company and Merrill Lynch before 
landing at Google in 2003. She'd re- 
ceived an unexpected email from the 
company’s HR unit, and later learned 
that a former McKinsey colleague who 
had joined Google had recommended 
her. Bluitt, who grew up in San Francis- 
co’s Fillmore District, endured a round 
of eight interviews before being hired. 
It didn’t take long on the job, though, 
for her to begin feeling “out of place, 
out of time.” Most of the workers 
were white, from upper-middle-class 
backgrounds, and considerably younger 
than Bluitt, including her boss, who 
joked that she hired Bluitt in part be- 
cause she was “looking for a mother.” 

Bluitt was fine with the analytical 
work in the AdSense unit where she 
was assigned, but she was not in sync 
with the culture at Google, which 
in 2003 touted the motto “Don’t Be 
Evil.” She left just shy of her four-year 
anniversary, and hasn’t looked back. 
“For a while I was very proud to be 
part of that social movement called a 
tech company, crafted of the best and 
brightest, sharing goodwill and inno- 
vation all over the planet,” Bluitt says 
in an email. “That feeling fizzled fast.” 

Bluitt now writes novels, lives in 
South San Francisco, and from time to 
time reads up on what’s happening at 
Google and at other tech companies. 
She’s sanguine about her time at the 
search-engine giant — but also wonders 
about the sincerity of the leaders at 
Google and other tech companies who 
say they intend to improve efforts to 
find, hire, and retain talented non-tra- 
ditional workers. “I really question their 
outreach methods to African-American 
and other under-represented people,” 


Bluitt says. “While it isn’t overt, there is 
definitely a racial bias in Silicon Valley. 
It may even be unconscious.” 

The elusive qualities and man- 
ifestations of unconscious bias in 
the recruiting and cultural realms of 
Google and other tech companies can 
be addressed by emphasizing the eco- 
nomic benefits of increasing diversity 
at technology companies, says Brittany 
Gigliotti. She’s worked for seven years 
at Life Technologies, a biotech firm re- 
cently acquired by Thermo Fisher Sci- 
entific. Now 30, Gigliotti is in training 
to become a product manager there. 

“It sounds cold, but at the end of 
the day, what moves these companies 
is the bottom line,” Gigliotti says. “And 
if you continue to demonstrate that 
having diverse workforces ultimately 
improves revenue, then that is what 
shareholders care about.” Gigliotti ma- 
jored in biomedical engineering at UC 
Davis and grew up in the Bay Area, the 
daughter of parents who also worked 
in the tech industry. Since first enter- 
ing college, Gigliotti has been involved 
in professional engineering associa- 
tions that helped mentor black, Latino, 
and other nontraditional students, 
and she has used that experience to 
connect with mentoring opportunities 
in the Bay Area. “My peers, including 
doctors and lawyers and other tech 
workers of color, we always talk about 
what we can do to help on this issue. 
We're mentoring and finding all kinds 
of opportunities,” Gigliotti says. 

Like Qawi Harvard — who spent 
four years at AppliedMicro in Silicon 
Valley, where he informally mentored 
interns and promising new workers 
from nontraditional backgrounds 
before jumping to a new firm that is 
currently in “stealth” mode — Gigliotti 
is among a cadre of early-career tech- 
nology professionals who volunteer 
their services. Over the past decade 
nonprofits such as Black Girls Code 
and CODE2040 have emerged to help 
close the gap. “This is the way it is,” 
Gigliotti says, “because we can't really 
know how long or how effectively the 
[tech] companies will be at reaching 
into communities that, historically, 


they haven't.” »>pl2

GIGLIOTTI AND OTHER BLACK 
tech professionals already have been 
working on initiatives and programs de- 
signed to increase the pipeline of black 
and Latino workers from colleges and uni- 
versities into the technology industry. 
Their goal is twofold: to educate and de- 
velop, through training and mentoring, 
qualified workers who can compete with 
their entry-level counterparts who are 
“traditional” in the eyes of hiring manag- 
ers — that is, the predominantly white, 
male, or Asian majority. Second, Cates 
and his more seasoned colleagues are 
working to introduce opportunities for 
leaders at Google, Facebook, Microsoft, 
and Hewlett-Packard to network with 
promising candidates who are black and 
Latino, and for the public and the larger 
technology community to meet in town 
hall or open forum settings to share ideas. 
On the education front, Cates has 
helped develop a new degree program 
that will be a pipeline for underrep- 
resented youth to access technology 
companies in Northern California and 
beyond. On Feb. 20, inaugural classes 
began for the first two-year degree 
in cybersecurity at Merritt College in 


Oakland; it’s a pilot initiative created by 


Cates and a group of technology execu- 
tives in concert with officials from the 
community college system. 

“The first week was fantastic, con- 
sidering we only had a month to recruit 
students,” Cates says. He ran into im- 
pediments coordinating with the state’s 
community college system and meeting 
regulatory requirements, but things are 
running smoothly now. “We have 40- 
plus students currently enrolled for our 
first class. The students were very excit- 
ed about the class, and the class repre- 
sented a diverse student population.” 

The tech vets who pushed to intro- 
duce the Merritt degree worked from a 


sense of urgency, Cates says. “We know 
from experience that quality education 
and creating entry points for low-in- 
come and minority students” is essen- 
tial, he says. The program will graduate 
its first class of about 20 students in fall 
2016, and Cates is eager to see it become 
a model for other community colleges. 

Cates, who also runs a thriving con- 
sulting business, communicates with 
venture capitalists on diversity topics, 
too. One of them is the powerful Silicon 
Valley VC firm Andreessen Horowitz. 

In October, partner Ben Horowitz said 
he had donated $500,000 to three 
nonprofits that are training the next 
generation of engineers, developers, 
and technology workers from underrep- 
resented communities. 

Charlotta Carter, CEO of GRI Tech- 
nology Solutions, is forming a nonprofit 
“ideas incubator” with the goal of pro- 
viding solutions to the cultural aspects 
as well as the technical issues that have 
led to the diversity gap. A former top HR 
executive at Microsoft and other legacy

Silicon Valley companies, Carter, who is 
black, said the time is now for positive ac- 
tion, not just from company leaders, but 
also experienced technology professionals 
of color. Carter’s nascent nonprofit has 
the working name Grow Diversity Talent 
in Technology, and she’s busy planning 
the inaugural meetup to take place in San 
Francisco during the coming weeks. 

“My goal is to get something going, 
and to get people energized. Basically, 
the executives have all the information 
and tools they need to improve in this 
area, but somehow, here we are,” Carter 
says. ‘So, it’s time to say, ‘Here is the 
plan and here are ways we can work 
together to execute it.’ It will be good for 
the industry, and for the larger commu- 
nity of workers.”

THE GENUINE TURING 


Playwright Hugh Whitemore could’ve been 
one of the millions saved during World War 
IT by the Bombe — the Enigma-code-break- 
ing machine created by Alan Turing, father 
of artificial intelligence. Whitemore was 
born in 1936 not far from London. He 
knows the first version of the Bombe was 
called Victory, not “Christopher,” as mawk- 
ishly presented in The Imitation Game. The 
Oscar contender inaccurately stated all such 
information was classified until 50 years af- 
ter the war, but Whitemore’s lauded play 
Breaking the Code hit the stage in 1986. 
More factual and more endearing than its 
Hollywood counterpart, Breaking the Code 
encompasses the same critical points in 
Turing’s life: his early days at Cambridge, his 
work at Bletchley Park, and his postwar per- 
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secution for homosexuality. However, 
rather than painting Turing as an arch case 
of Asperger’s syndrome (distinguished from 
Benedict Cumberbatch’s Sherlock Holmes 
by predilection and degree), Whitemore 
gives breadth both to the man’s ideas and 
his sexuality, arriving closer to a living 
memory of the shy, preoccupied genius.

When Carey Perloff took over San Francisco's American Conservatory Theater 
in 1992, she brought a set of almost overwhelmingly new ideas. In her first sea- 
son, Perloff received mixed reviews for her boundary-pushing selection of edgy 
rep.

In 1971, Karpo Godina made his “small film” about the Autonomous Province of 
Vojvodina, where residents of shared ethnicity but varied national identities hap- 
pily distinguish themselves by the color of their homes — red for Croats, green 
for Hungarians, and blue for Slovaks. Marked by Godina’s careful, nearly static 
portraits of real people, and narrated in a near Suess-ian rhyming scheme, 
Healthy People for Fun is, at once, charming and fascinating, It won an award at its 
first showing in Belgrade but was soon banned because of subversive elements. 
Godina, and many of the experimental filmmakers of the former Yugoslavia, are 
not better known due, in no small part, to censorship which long limited their ex- 
posure. Yugoslav Avant-Garde Cinema, 1950s-1980s: Ex-Film from 
an Ex-Land affords a rare opportunity to submerge oneself in this distinctive 
creative outpouring, from the fermentation of the defiant Black Wave movement 
of the 1960s to Godina’s decidedly post-punk voice.

In books like Blank Spots on the 
Map: The Dark Geography of the Penta- 
gon’s Secret World, and Torture Taxi: On 
the Trail of the CIA’s Rendition Flights, 
Trevor Paglen visits closed-off prisons 
and aviation hubs that few people will 
ever see firsthand. Through Paglen’s in- 
depth writing and research, these geo- 
graphically remote facilities — whether 
it’s Afghanistan’s Salt Pit, where sus- 
pected terrorists were tortured with reg- 
ularity, or Area 51 in the Nevada desert, 
where Air Force planes take off to un- 
known destinations — become linked to 
a bigger network of U.S. government se- 
crecy. With a Ph.D. in geography from 
UC Berkeley and a penchant for traveling 
and asking nosy questions, Paglen is 
well-suited for expository looks at Wash- 
ington’s global undertakings. 

Paglen is also an acclaimed visual 
artist, with a Master of Fine Arts 
from the School of the Art Institute of 
Chicago, and his photographs of the 
U.S. government’s secrecy network are 
also illuminating — and disturbing — 
because they spotlight a parallel fact: 
Washington’s surveillance apparatus is 
hiding in plain sight, not just at distant 
locations that are “out of sight and out 
of mind.” 

In the quaint Mendocino town of 
Point Arena — just 100 miles from 
San Francisco — the National Security 
Agency employs a fiber optic cable 
that runs under the Pacific Ocean from 
Japan, according to formerly secret 
documents that Paglen uses in his 
new exhibit at Altman Siegel gallery in 
downtown San Francisco. On the right 


side of Paglen’s diptych called NSA- 
Tapped Fiber Optic Cable Landing Site, 
Point Arena, California, United States, 
he gives artgoers a detailed map of 

the coastal waters that traverse Point 
Arena and go west to Japan and south- 
ward to San Francisco, a detailed map 
of NSA sites around the United States, 
and other oceanic and topographical 
calculuses that plot the interconnect- 
edness among NSA operations and life 
in Northern California. The diptych’s 
left side features a Paglen photo of the 
beautiful foggy waters off Point Arena. 
Waves roll over an ocean of blue that 
— if you didn’t know about the NSA 
cable underwater — would be a roman- 
tic seascape of everything that makes 
California a state of envy. A second 
Paglen diptych, NSA-Tapped Fiber Optic 
Cable Landing Site, Mastic Beach, New 
York, United States, has the same effect 
— a map with one-time secretive de- 
tails, twinned with a photo of America 
at its idyllic best, in this case a scene of 
sunbathers and beach frolickers in the 
Long Island enclave that’s just 70 miles 
from New York City. 

Danger is lurking nearby, Paglen 
implies. Like the ordinary beach scenes 
in the landmark 1975 movie Jaws, 
which belied the film’s terror to come, 
Paglen’s images play with people’s ex- 
pectations. (At Altman Siegel, the pho- 
tos of Point Arena and Mastic Beach 
are also featured as stand-alone imag- 
es, without the accompanying maps.) 
Through his art, Paglen connects the 
dots — and documents — that Ed- 
ward Snowden begat in 2013 with his 


leak of NSA material, though Paglen 
began working on issues of classified 
secrets long before Snowden emerged 
as a pivotal figure, and Paglen has long 
exhibited his photos at such venues as 
SFMOMA, New York’s Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, and London’s Tate 
Modern. The audiences that flock to 
Paglen’s art exhibits may not be the 
same audiences that read his books, 
though there is overlap. Paglen’s art 
makes the abstract less abstract, 

the invisible more visible, the global 
more local, but it doesn’t provide easy 
answers. It’s art that intimates and 
invites conversations. 

“Tm an artist — I’m not a pho- 
to-journalist — so I don’t feel like it’s 
incumbent upon me to make images 
that explain themselves, or to make 
images that are clear, both both liter- 
ally and metaphorically,” Paglen says. 
“I tend to be much more interested 
in images that ask questions, that are 
indistinct, and that if you want some 
kind of ‘resolution, that resolution has 
to come from yourself rather than the 
image. I want to put you, the viewer, 
into a position that asks you to think 
about whatever is it we’re looking at.” 

“All the artwork that I do,” Paglen 
adds, “is ultimately very impression- 
istic and ultimately abstract. I think 
there’s a space for that in the world of 
art for what I hope can be productive 
questioning. Art can be a place where 
you can make visual things that are 
unclear. And that’s great.” 

Paglen is no one-man operation. He 
wrote Torture Taxi with investigative 


reporter A.C. Thompson, formerly 

of SF Weekly. Some of Paglen’s most 
arresting previous photos are of night- 
time skylines streaked by government 
satellites, and Paglen worked with 
technology experts to develop the 
software that tracks those spacecraft. 
For Citizenfour, the Snowden docu- 
mentary that won a 2015 Academy 
Award, Paglen shot footage of surveil- 
lance sites. At Altman Siegel, Paglen’s 
photographs of those sites, including 
the NSA’s Dagger Complex in Ger- 
many, are eerie nighttime visions of 
barbed wire, satellite dishes, and peo- 
ple-less vistas. 

Paglen, a former Berkeley resident 
who now divides his time between 
New York and Berlin, is good friends 
with Laura Poitras, Citizenfour’s di- 
rector. In a tuxedo, he attended the 
Feb. 22 Oscars in Los Angeles, and 
as the category for “Best Documen- 
tary Feature” got closer during the 
ceremony, Paglen tweeted his anxiety 
(“so nervous”), and then his reaction 
when the film won: “Omg.” The award, 
Paglen says, “is a huge vindication of 
Snowden’s actions as a whistleblower

and an acknowledgement of the enor- 
mous threat to democracy posed by 
secret mass-surveillance.” 

That threat is viewable at Altman 
Siegel, in photos, maps, videos, and 
other documentation that illuminates 
a secretive world that the U.S. govern- 
ment would rather suppress. We don’t 
see the actual underwater fiber-optic 
cables that the NSA uses to gather data 
on Americans’ phone calls, but they’re 
there. With Paglen’s art, the cables 
are easier to imagine. With Paglen’s 
art, government surveillance is easier 
to picture and quantify. Like Paglen 
himself, artgoers who see his work are 
often left with a one-word reaction: 
OMG.

Know Your Street Art 


Some Things 
Never Change 


42 12th St. (by South Van Ness) 


In the last five years, the num- 
ber of street artists who draw owls or have 
“owl’ in their name has multiplied consid- 
erably. So it’s not surprising that, around 
2013, a giant owl appeared on a building 
that overlooks one of San Francisco’s busi- 
est intersections: Mission and South Van 
Ness. What is surprising is the owl’s condi- 
tion: depressed eyes, a head that’s pene- 
trated by arrows, anda sales tag that lists 
its price at $1.28. Then there's the saying 
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that hangs over the owl's perch: “Some 
Things Never Change.” Both funny and 
macabre, the owl is the brainchild of the 
Brooklyn artist who calls himself “Mr. 
Never Satisfied” or, for short, “Never.” 

Owls are his trademark. The saying? 
“That particular message seemed fitting, 
considering all of the controversy in the 
surrounding area with regards to gen- 
trification,’ he says. But Never, who had 
street-artist friend Dirty Bandits paint 
the “Some Things” wording, also says that 
it “is really intended to be an open-ended 
phrase. People can take whatever they 
want out of it. I’m not trying to sell any- 
one anything so it makes no difference to 
me what someone thinks.” 

It also makes no difference if people 
compare Never’s work to the other street 
artists who specialize in owls since. “Yeah 


sure, there are plenty of them who paint 
owls,’ Never says. “In the Bay Area alone 
there are two other artists who go by 
‘Ghost Owl and ‘Nite Owl.’ Both are nice 
guys. But, in the end, THERE CAN BE 


Though Never may come across as 
arrogant and ultracompetitive, he can 
also be charming, and he has a way with 
paint — which is why Never was invited 
to put up his odd owl by the owner of 42 
12th St., whom he met at a public event: 
“The conversation went something along 
the lines of ‘Hey man, | like your shit, you 
should paint my shop!’ So, I painted his 
shop, and now we're friends.” 

And that owl may be the last one that 
Never does in San Francisco: “As for how 
much longer I’m gonna paint owls ... I have 
no idea. I’m not much of a planner.” JC

Getting Even

Hindsight will show whether or 
not Shotgun Players’ 2015 “she-season’” is 
cake or conquest. 

Announcing six mainstage and 
six staged readings all written by fe- 
male playwrights for its 24th season, 
Shotgun is either offering a delicious, 
one-year treat, or making a splashy but 
concrete move to be followed by succes- 
sive waves of gender parity in Bay Area 
theater circles and beyond. 

The group is preparing to launch 
its first production, playwright Anne 
Carson’s Antigonick, onto the Ashby 
Stage on a semi-gritty, energetic corner 
in South Berkeley. Associate Artistic 
Director Susannah Martin says that a 
combination of factors triggered the 
programming move. 

“The Guthrie Theatre in Minneapolis 
was called out a few years ago about 
having a season of plays by all men — all 
white men, basically — so it’s a national 
conversation,” Martin says. “Here in the 
company, in 2011, with all new work, 
we had one woman playwright in a five- 
play season. We were talking about our 
‘theater that makes a difference’ values. 
It’s a call to action, but also a kick in our 
own pants for us. It’s important that if 
we talk about diversity and making a 
difference, we do it ourselves.” 

Whether you're jammed or jazzed by 
that “make a difference” claim, there’s 
little argument from stakeholders, au- 
diences, experts, and peers that female 
voices have been — and continue to be 
— underrepresented in national as well 
as local theater communities. Broadway 
League’s annual demographic study 
showed that women account for 68 per- 
cent of audience members at Broadway 
plays, and Martin says that the com- 
pany’s announcements to audiences at 
shows in February about the all-female 
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plays were greeted with cheers. 

“If there’s concern it’s a gimmick, 
we re dedicated to staying true and will 
focus on gender parity from now on,” 
she says. 

Carey Perloff, artistic director at 
A.C.T., is applauding. 

“It’s a great effort,” she says. “I 
thought Patrick [Dooley, Shotgun’s 
artistic director] was amazing that by 
chance he'd had a season that was all 
men and he recognized it was a narrow- 
ing of the band. He addressed it with 
a season that’s all women. I’m thrilled 
they’re doing it.” 

Lest anyone think Shotgun is the 
first or the only crusader in the East 
Bay, Berkeley also boasts the Symmetry 
Theatre Company, a troupe helmed by 
Robert Parsons and Chloe Bronzan. 
From its founding in 2010, Symmetry 
ensured each show offered distinct, 
high-quality female roles and targeted 
an equal number of equity contracts for 
male and female actors. 

Although Parsons says achieving 
a more equitable balance in hiring 
practices and stories told is Symme- 
try’s purpose — not simply selecting 
female playwrights — he appreciates 
any strides taken. “We are still so far 
from gender parity in theatre that the 
more companies we have working on 
the issue the better. It’s going to take a 
village,” he writes in an email. 

Shotgun’s Martin assesses the Bay 
Area’s theatrical self-portrait with the 
feistiness that is a signature of the com- 
pany’s productions. 

“Basically, we have an idea that we 
live in the liberal Bay Area, but I think 
we are a far more traditional region 


than we believe. We live in a patriarchy,” 


she says. “We hope this season alerts 
people to new voices and draws atten- 
tion to groups like Symmetry. Who will 
pick up the mantle? Who’s next to do 
an all-female season?” 

Of course, Shotgun’s success will fall 
distinctly outside of the male/female 
arena. Good plays are the essence of 
contemporary theater, not gender. 
When evaluating the scripts, Shotgun 
looked for shows that could withstand 
their “break it down” attack.

“We peel the script back and unearth 
the deeper mysteries of a piece,” Martin 
says. ‘We considered plays we knew of, 
plays sent to us, plays we pitched to each 
other. Sometimes, a play can be grand, 
with larger than life theatricality. Some- 
times it’s a play that speaks to commu- 
nity and connectivity.” 

Martin said women’s experiences 
in this country travel far beyond white 
voices and “stereotyped women’s is- 
sues’ like friendship, family, and love. 
The season’s offerings come from writ- 
ers with multiethnic backgrounds and 
include subjects like politics, race, eco- 
nomic class, and high and low culture 
— defying expectations surrounding 
women’s writing. 

An abbreviated overview of the 
season reveals a theme, with avenues 
extending in multiple directions. From 
start to finish, there’s a timelessness 
and durability to the plays that stretch 
over decades — from Agatha Christie’s 
The Mousetrap (1952) to Adrienne Ken- 
nedy’s The Ohio State Murders (1992) to 
Laura Marks’ Bethany (2009) and more. 

“People think a play written by a 
woman is supposed to address and solve 
all the wrongs of the world,” Martin 
says. ‘Actually, it’s just supposed to tell a 
damn good story.” 

Because social change often makes 
a gradual entrance instead of bursting 
on the scene, Martin says pre- and 
post-show discussions with audiences 
and artists about the way society views 
or hears plays written by women will 
broaden the impact. 

Theatergoers’ best hope will be that 
by starting a conversation about gender 
parity, Bay Area theater will be enriched.

Finding Love, 
Losing Stigma 


When I told my future in-laws I 
was a sex worker, it seemed to go well at 
first. We had a lovely brunch the next 
day, and even visited a museum before 
they flew back to the Midwest. 

It wasn’t until a few weeks later, 
when they cut off all contact with me 
and my fiance, that I realized there 
would be no more Christmases and 
no more vacations with them. Despite 
spending two years getting to know 
them, my involvement in the sex in- 
dustry was, and two years later contin- 
ues to be, a deal breaker. 

Being the partner of a sex worker 
takes courage to face the stigma that 
comes with it, and not everyone is will- 
ing to sign on for that. 

Chris Soules, star of the 19th 
season of The Bachelor on ABC, was 
recently also confronted with 
the question of what to 
do when you fall for a 
girl who’s naked on 
the internet.

women, are put 
through weeks of 
isolation, interroga- 
tion, and an open bar in 
the quest for true love. 

Each week, the women the bach- 
elor is interested in are offered roses 
and another week on the show, and the 
others go home crying big Chardonnay 
tears. After a full season of helicopter 
rides, boozy meltdowns, and overly 
formal courtship, the bachelor asks for 
the winner’s hand in marriage. 

It’s a fucking weird show. 

Chris, this season’s bachelor, is an 
honest-to-God corn farmer from Iowa, 
hell-bent on moving his reality TV 
bride out to his isolated farming town. 

He was struck early on by a 
soft-spoken, sweet-faced brunette 
named Jade. 

But (of course) Jade had a secret. 

A few years ago, she got the chance 

to pose for Playboy Amateurs, and she 
went for it. She’s proud of posing for 
one of the most iconic brands in his- 
tory, but was concerned that her nude 
modeling career would compromise 
her chances with the conservative 
Prince Farming. 

“It is hard for me to talk about, 
because I do get judged a lot,” she said. 
“Either he accepts it and we move 
forward, or he doesn’t and things are 
pretty much over for us. It’s just un- 
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ph, 
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comfortable and a little bit terrifying.” 

When Jade did break the news, the 
farm boy took it in stride, reassuring 
her that it would not affect their rela- 
tionship, despite the stigma that sur- 
rounds nude modeling.

It’s something that 
she’ll have to deal with, and if I mar- 
ried her it’d be something that I'd have 
to deal with, especially in conservative 
Iowa. But if she’s my soulmate, I'll 
stand beside her no matter what’s out 
there on the internet, no matter what 
happens. That goes without question.” 

Just like with my future in-laws, it 
seemed to go well at first. 

But during the rose ceremony, 
when the choice came down to Jade or 
a blond virgin from Louisiana, Chris 
chose the virgin, though he told a tear- 

ful Jade his decision 
was not at all 
affected by the 
Playboy revela- 
tion.

For my partner, it has cost 
him his family. 

Christmases and birthdays are par- 
ticularly hard for my fiance. His par- 
ents often send curt Facebook messag- 
es once again condemning his choice | 
to be with me, or worse, don’t contact 
him at all. But each day, he continues 
to bravely confront this world that 
tells him he should not make a whore 
his wife. Not every man has that in 
him, not even the most eligible of 
bachelors.

Buzzard 
Not rated. Opens Friday 
at the Roxie Theater. 
Joel Potrykus’ Buzzard is a wrist-slash- 
ingly dark comedy. Marty (Joshua Burge, 
in what once would have been the Steve 
Buscemi role) is a greasy-haired horror 
aficionado who makes most of his living 
running scams, including at the bank 
where he works as a temp alongside his 
sorta-kinda best friend Derek (director 
Potrykus, taking Jackass-levels of physi- 
cal abuse). Marty’s pastimes include eat- 
ing junk food and attempting to builda 
functional Freddy Krueger glove; when 
one scam in particular goes south, he 
takes his middle-class rage to the city 
streets. For as deeply saturated as Buz- 
zard is in 1980s culture — the original 
Nintendo Entertainment System is the 
gaming console of choice, CDs are stilla 
way people share music, and the only sig- 
nifier that it takes place post-Y2K is a 
poster for The Matrix Reloaded in the 
background — its real spiritual ancestor 
is Martin Scorsese’s classic of 1970s 
alienation, Taxi Driver. Potrykus makes 
this clear in a shot which directly hom- 
ages one of that film’s most iconic im- 
ages, of Travis sitting in a porno theater, 
clearly fantasizing about doing great 
harm to the people on the screen. Lack-

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ing a third act, Buzzard is less of a com- 
plete story than a slow-motion car crash, 
but then again, there are few things more 
fascinating than car crashes.

The Second Best Exotic 
Marigold Hotel 
Rated PG. Opens Friday 
Again directed by John Madden from a 
script by Ol Parker, this sequel to the 
2012 hit resumes probing the under-re- 
alized mortality-awareness potential of 
light romantic farce: Every little kindling 
is a defiance of snuffing out. Colonial 
awkwardness once again notwithstand- 
ing, The Second Best Exotic Marigold Hotel 
revisits a companionable cast of British 
retirees in their scraggly Jaipur lodgings, 
whose chipper manager (Dev Patel) now 
juggles hospitality-empire expansion 
plans with the lovers’-quarrel logistics of 
his own impending wedding. Fanning 
out with unevenly engaging if elegantly 
acted subplots for Judi Dench, Celia Im- 
rie, Bill Nighy, Ronald Pickup, and Mag- 
gie Smith, it’s as true to the spirit of its 
predecessor, and to that of Deborah 
Moggach’s original novel (she never 
wrote a sequel), as to the business calcu- 
lations of any bankable franchise. Tam- 
sin Greig is anewcomer here, anda 
welcome presence without quite enough 
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to do; and two American additions in- 
clude David Strathairn, as an investor, 
and Richard Gere, as a suspected under- 
cover hotel inspector. But the familiar es- 
sence of this mostly palatable cocktail is 
elegiac sentimentality cut with English 
reticence. Nighy builds up to and delivers 
a freighted wedding speech with sur- 
passing, almost shocking grace, and 
Smith, now a grande dame of quipsters, 
opens up into a monologue near the end, 
a rueful reminder of her once-full range.

Wild Tales 
Rated R. Opens Friday at 
Embarcadero Center Cinema 
A cornucopia of comeuppance, this exu- 
berant pulp anthology from Argentine 
writer-director Damian Szifr6n would 
like to point out how ready and willing 
humans still are to act like animals. 
Higher-level intelligence isn’t necessarily 
prioritized in Szifron’s instinct-driven 
plots and prowling camera moves, but he 
sure knows how to get the blood pump- 
ing. The tales include a perhaps deserv- 
edly unlucky assembly of airplane 
passengers; a dish of revenge best served 
at a late-night diner; a bribery spiral 
spinning out of control from a drunken 
rich kid’s hit-and-run; an elaborate road- 
rage duel that'll be the envy of Tarantino; 
a demolitionist getting his own blow-up 
button pushed by parking-enforcement 
bureaucracy; and one catastrophically 
tacky wedding. Sprucing up the nihil- 
ism-lite of 1980s horror and vigilante 
flicks, any given segment has all the slick 
bluster of a Breaking Bad episode, but 
without the backstory and audience in- 
vestment. So there’s not much genuine 
catharsis to be had here, and the charac- 
ters, though well-acted and well-adorned 
with production values, flatten out 
quickly into base types. Szifron certainly 
has a knack for agitating our primal vin- 
dictive urges, but his gallows humor 
seems increasingly forced, and payback 
being a bitch isn’t an excuse for a movie 


being predictable. JK

OPENING 


All the Wilderness Someone ought to get Kodi Smit- 
McPhee a comedy. A dark one, of course. The actor's 
career highlights so far include The Road, Let Me 
In, and ParaNorman — the latter, a cartoon, being 
funny at last but also missing out on the asset 
of his actual face. With visible smarts and lanky 
vulnerability, not to mention an apparent penchant 
for morbid scenarios, Smit-McPhee lately is seeming 
like a second coming of Bud Cort circa Harold and 
Maude. Now All the Wilderness presents him as a 
fatherless, death-obsessed teenager struggling 
to emerge from listless self-isolation — keeping 
a journal of critter corpses, and exasperating 
the weary mother (Virginia Madsen) who isn't 
wrong to consider him a person of interest in the 
demise of the family hamster. The thing is, it’s a 
drama. With equal affection for comely Portland 
skater kids and canopies of forest trees, debut 
writer-director Michael Johnson comes across as 
something like a moviemaking love child of Gus Van 
Sant and Terrence Malick. And Smit-McPhee surely 
is great for Johnson's project, which, being mopey 
and slight but with glimmers of wit and warmth, 
even resembles him physically. Gently situated 
within a padding of parallel-cut urban and woodsy 
wayfaring, some of it in slow motion for emotional 
accentuation or maybe just to kill time, the actor 
makes short work of requisite lyrical voiceovers, 
and delivers his eventual catharsis with subtlety 
and simplicity. All he’s not allowed to do is get big 
laffs. Maybe next time? (JK) 

Cracked Actor Rock stars have always had an iffy 
track record in movies (oh, Elvis, it wasn't your 
fault), but David Bowie had been more successful 
than most, and YBCA’s Cracked Actor series looks 
at several of Bowie's cinematic forays. Some are 
practically a given; Nicholas Roeg’s 1976 The Man 
Who Fell to Earth is unimpeachable (give or take 
Rip Torn's penis), but it's also been well-served 
by the Criterion Collection, while people of any 
orientation who claim they've never been crushed 
out on Bowie's Goblin King in Labyrinth are lying to 
themselves. But Cracked Actor's essential viewing is 
the comparative obscurities, such as Julian Temple's 
joyous 1986 musical Absolute Beginners, a notorious 
flop that's only recently gotten the critical respect 
it deserves. Bowie doesn’t star in Uli Edel’s 1981 
Christiane F., a bleak-as-fuck tale of a young heroin 
addict, but his Berlin-era music fills the soundtrack, 
and he appears in concert to perform a killer (and 
full-length!) rendition of ‘Station to Station.” And 
D.A. Pennebaker’s 1973 concert film Ziggy Stardust 
and the Spiders From Mars isn't as highly regarded 
as the director's Don't Look Back or Monterey Pop, 
mostly because it’s poorly lit and not always easy 
on the eyes — though you could do worse than to 
close those eyes and soak in the music, always 
what Bowie does best. (SC) 

Deli Man Conventional wisdom suggests that bacon is 
the most likely gateway meat to lure vegetarians 
back to the dark side, but if so, it’s only because 
they've never tried a well-made brisket Reuben. It's 
just one of the many delectable dishes available 
at the endangered species known as the Jewish 
Delicatessen, and Erik Greenberg Anjou's documen- 
tary Deli Man traces the rise and fall of this sadly 
vanishing institution. Doing his best to keep them 
alive is Ziggy Gruber, American hero and proprietor 
of Kenny & Ziggy's New York Deli in Houston, Texas, 
and actual New York delis such as Katz's and the 
legendary Carnegie Deli are rightfully celebrated. 
Deli Man also functions as a companion piece to 
the recent The Search for General Tso. They're 
both about a particular immigrant experience 
as viewed through their restaurants, though the 
statistics go in opposite directions: There are more 
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Chinese restaurants than ever in America — which 
is a good thing! — but after a peak of thousands of 
Jewish delis in New York alone in 1931, there are now 
fewer than 200 left n North America. Sure, it’s not 
exactly at the top of the list of what's wrong with 
the world, but Deli Man makes a strong case that 
they're worth preserving. Have a nosh today! (SC) 


Road Hard Adam Carolla’s directing debut presents 


the comedian as a version of himself, wearied by 
everydude indignities and touring obscure clubs 
while his former “bro show” partner (Jay Mohr) 
prospers on late-night TV. “I just didn't do the 
work,” Carolla's character says in a moment of 
career-slump diagnosis, and for better and worse 
Road Hard bears that out. Freshly funny only once in 
a while, it does give a whiff of the acrid atmosphere 
within a lonely comic's hotel room, and within 
his soul, and does generally succeed in making 
road life seem like a drag. Eventually he meets a 
tolerant woman (Dianne Farr) and feels tempted 
by her garage woodshop in rural New Hampshire. 
You can't accuse Carolla of putting on airs, but the 
thin coat of fiction feels like mere diffusion here; 
a Straight-up documentary might actually have 
been nervier, and surely still could accommodate 
the requisite jerk-off jokes and occasional peeks at 
pneumatic boobs. Real-life mutual loyalty between 
Carolla and his fans is more affecting than anything 
in Road Hard, whose end credits scroll on and on 
with crowdfunders’ names. That it's so stilted might 
be less to do with actual comeback desperation than 
with feeling beholden to a constituency. Next time, 
road harder? (JK) 


The Salvation Ironically enough, the original adherents 


of the Dogme 95 manifesto of cinematic asceticism 
have gone on to make some of the most visually 
sumptuous movies in recent years, such as Lars von 
Triers's Melancholia or Harmony Korine’s Spring 
Breakers. Kristian Levring, director of the under- 
rated Dogme 95 gem The King is Alive, enters the 
fray with The Salvation, a gorgeous-looking western 
with no other aims than being a gorgeous-looking 
western, with the possible exception of also being 
a violently nihilistic yet gorgeous-looking western. 
Jon (Mads Mikkelsen) is a Danish settler in the 
American West in 1871. When his wife Marie (Nanna 
Oland Fabricius) and their son finally join him after 
seven years, they're promptly assaulted and killed 
by the slimy associates of a very bad man named 
Delarue (Jeffrey Dean Morgan). Much mayhem and 
murderin’ ensues, including stylistic shout-outs 
to classic westerns like The Searchers and Once 
Upon a Time in the West, and Levring keeping the 
High Dynamic Range turned up to 11, especially 
for nighttime shots. For that matter, just because 
the film was shot in South Africa doesn't mean the 
buttes of Monument Valley immortalized in John 
Ford's westerns can’t be featured in the distance — 
but all the pixels in the world can't create a greater 
special effect than Mads Mikkelsen’s face. (SC) 


ONGOING 


Cinequest Film Festival 25 Having kicked off on Tues- 


day, the 25th Cinequest Film Festival proudly show- 
cases new films by both emerging and established 
artists, and using the newest technologies — so, lots 
of neat movies by interesting people on various 
formats. One of the aforementioned established 
artists is John Boorman, who'll be on hand to speak 
about his new film Queen & Country, and receive the 
richly deserved Maverick Spirit Award. Meanwhile, 
emerging artist Nick Brandestini’s documentary 
Children of the Arctic considers Inupiat teenagers 
in Barrow, Alaska, struggling with whether or not 
to spend their lives in a town where an average 
summer day is all of 40 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
big new technology showcased at the festival is the 
Barco Escape format from Belgium, featuring three 
screens to create a 270-degree, periphery-filling 


experience. Of course, there's nothing new under 
the sun — 1963's How the West Was Won was shown 
ona ginormous curved screen in three-projector 
Cinerama, while the final reel of Abel Gance’s 
1927 Napoleon was shot and initially projected 
in a triptych format — but just as 3D never quite 
clicked until digital, Barco Escape may finally get 
the three-screen trick right, and presentations like 
a Barco-fied Maze Runner as well as a Lady Gaga 
and Tony Bennett concert film will put it to the 
test. (SC) 


Focus A wide release and a broad one, Focus takes 


some pride in its tidy arrangement of con-man 
movie clichés. It’s a luxe, lax caper of upscale 
criminality, with Will Smith as a gold-hearted 
swindler and Margot Robbie as the beauteous and 
credulous apprentice who inevitably threatens to 
filch his alleged deeper feelings. But the movie's 
most breathtakingly romantic moment might 
actually be the scene with B.D. Wong as a big- 
stakes gambler whom Smith's character meets 
in the Superdome box seats, just for the sheer 
wantonness of the ride they take each other on. 
Eventually the action — a smooth choreography of 
covert interpersonal pilferage and little sociology 
lectures — makes its way to glittering Buenos Aires, 
where the stars gently twist each other's plots and 
play a match game of fetching close-ups. (Some 
support comes from a gruff operator in the form 
of Gerald McRaney.) Courtesy of Glenn Ficarra and 
John Requa, the writer-director team behind | Love 
You Phillip Morris and Crazy, Stupid, Love, this is 
pleasure of the empty, maybe quasi-qguilty sort, like 
that to be had from crushing on the characterless 
models in a junk-mail clothing catalog. You know 
its only destiny is the recycling bin, but when that 
moment comes maybe you're the tiniest bit sad 
to see it go. (JK) 


Gett: The Trial of Viviane Amsalem Unhappy 


marriage might be the most common human ex- 
perience of injustice. In Gett, an Orthodox Jewish 
Israeli woman (Ronit Elkabetz) seeks a divorce 
without official permission from her husband 
(Simon Abkarian), which the law requires. Her 
only recourse is to probe the depths of absurd 
intransigence, spending the better part of five 
years ina stifling rabbinical courtroom. That the 
movie abbreviates this ordeal to 115 minutes may 
or may not seem like a mercy. It is a brilliant touch 
that even as testimony accumulates from various 
witnesses, all we know about the husband with any 
empirical certainty is that he refuses the divorce. 
The film makes an effective practice of rigorously 
subjective camera angles, with characters unseen 
except when looked at by other characters. On this 
score, great faces go along way. Suffering and en- 
during scrutiny with exquisite cinematic purity, like 
Dreyer's Joan of Arc, Elkabetz is possessed not just 
of uncommon intensity but also the wit to deploy it 
ironically: The real, nearly perverse thrill of Gettis 
in how totally she commands a film about her own 
character's powerlessness. Importantly, she also 
wrote and directed it, with her brother Shlomi, as 
the last part of a trilogy which also includes 2004's 
To Take a Wife and 2008's Seven Days. To do this 
as merely a rant against infuriatingly patriarchal 
religious law would be too easy; it’s also, most 
impressively, a serious and sometimes humorous 
and even compassionate consideration of spousal 
responsibility. (JK) 


Leviathan No, not the 1989 deep-sea thriller with Peter 


Weller, nor the experimental 2012 documentary 
on commercial fishing from Harvard's Sensory 
Ethnography Lab; this Leviathan is Russia's latest 
official Oscar contender, interesting ahead of 
time on account of also being a confrontational 
dramatic exposé of Russian political and cultural 
corruption. Writer-director Andrey Zvyagintsev's 
somehow sublimely bitter tragedy contains no 
actual Old Testament sea monster to speak of, 
although the appearance of a beached whale 
skeleton is conspicuous, as is a general influence 
from the Book of Job. Post-Soviet life is not sweet 
along the shores of the Barents Sea, where a mid- 
dle-aged mechanic (Aleksey Serebryakov) endures 
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increasingly unfavorable negotiations with his 
beautiful doom-barometer wife (Elena Lyadova), 
his sullen teenage son (Sergey Pokhodaev), and 
a petty, portly mayor (Roman Madyanov) who's 
determined to run him out of business and out of 
town, apparently just for the thrill of manifesting 
corruption. Our man brings on an old friend (Vlad- 
imir Vdovichenkov) to be his lawyer, and to avoid 
spoilers here let's just say that he doesn't help. In 
this place of vodka-dampened despair, tucked away 
within cinematographer Mikhail Krichman’'s austere 
imagery of forlorn rocky seacoasts, hope has little 
purchase. It’s a place where, as one woman sums 
it up, “Men are all the same. First, you're pretty. 
Next, they'll kill you.” And yet here this movie is 
to show it to us, which suggests that hope hasn't 
let go entirely. (JK) 


What We Do in the Shadows A mock-documentary 


written and directed by the Flight of the Conchords 
guys — or at least two Flight of the Conchords 
guys, Jemaine Clement and Taika Waititi, one 
of which is not one of the guys you've heard of. 
(Got it?) Vladislav (Clement, the Conchord guy 
who usually wears glasses), Viago (Waititi), and 
Deacon (Jonathan Brugh) are vampires of varying 
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antiquity who cohabitate in a grungy flat in New 
Zealand. Followed by a documentary crew, they 
go on about the business of both being undead (if 
foppish) ghouls who feed on the blood of humans 
to survive, as well as being a bunch of straight men 
living together, which means the dishes and other 
basic chores tend to go undone. The extent to which 
Anne Rice and other old-school vampire tropes are 
put through the wringer almost makes it seem like 
the film is about two decades behind, at least until 
brand-new vampire Nick (Cori Gonzalez-Macure) 
starts dropping Twilight references. Though it’s 
very funny at times, the satire in What We Do in 
the Shadows isn't quite as sharp as it wants to be, 
occasionally feeling more like an improv sketch 
expanded to feature-length. But for that, it’s still 
more entertaining than most extended-sketch 
movies. (SC)

If there is indeed “no such 
thing as bad publicity,” then the folks 
behind Poise incontinence pads must be 
hella stoked.

Blam! You’re hit by a burst of 
fish sauce. Zap! Chili paste asserts its fi- 
ery presence. Kapow! Lime juice socks 
you in the taste buds. To eat at the new 
Hawker Fare on Valencia, an outpost of 
the popular Oakland Thai street food 
spot from restauranteur James Sy- 
habout, is to submit to a vivid assault 
on your senses. This is bold food, not 
for the faint of palate, but you shouldn't 
let that be a deterrent. From its bom- 
bastic flavors to its colorful dining 
room, the restaurant is also a lot of fun. 
Hawker Fare is named for the 
bright outdoor markets of Singapore, 
and its menu features restaurant 
translations of the food that people 
eat on the streets of Thailand. A lot 
of the dishes don’t look like much, 
often just a pile of meat on a tin plate 
accompanied by a dipping sauce. But 
what dipping sauces they are, zippy 
and striking and full of fish sauce, 
chili, citrus, lemongrass, and other 
bright Thai flavors, and the meats 
themselves are deeply smoky and 
charred on the grill. Eaten on their 
own or nestled with a little bit of 
sticky rice, plates like grilled pork,

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more than their appearance suggests. 
This is the kind of food that tastes 
best outdoors, of course, and the 
lively dining room tries valiantly to 
re-create that experience. This cav- 
ernous space used to house Amber 
Dhara, and because of its size, has the 
tendency to feel empty even when it’s 
half-full. Syhabout and team smartly 
combated the hugeness by separating 
the bar and dining room, breaking 
the room up with strings of cafe 
lights above the tables and an attrac- 
tively rusting tin roof over the bar, 
and building a separate “secret” bar 
up the stairs from the dining room. 
(The Holy Mountain, as it’s called, 
just opened last week, and offers a 
separate cocktail menu with some bar

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Girl Scout 
Cookies in 
Cocktail Form

No, they’re not made from real 
Girl Scouts, not even Girl Scout Cookies, 
but today Upper Haight cocktail mecca 
The Alembic brings back its Girl Scout 
Cookie cocktails. The four drinks — not 
flavored with the cookies as much as 
meant to be paired with them — were 
such a hit last year that Alembic head 
bartender Larry Piaskowy made a whole 
new set for 2015. 

Each cocktail ($13) is served with 
two cookies so you can see the flavor 
affinities between them. And the 
drinks are delicious with or without 
cookies: I loved the Some Like It Hot, 
a warm drink with tequila blanco, St. 
George NOLA coffee liqueur, chile 
liqueur, chocolate bitters, mint, and 
black lager foam that teases out the 
chocolate mintiness of Thin Mints 
without being cloyingly sweet. The 
Girl From Ipanema (Cachaca, dry sher- 
ry, lime, and piloncillo sugar syrup) 
echoes the tropical notes of the Samoa 
while offering citrus to cut through the 
cookie’s richness.

and cardamom and Orleans bitters, 
has a maltiness from the scotch with- 
out its smoke, offering a counterpoint 
to the peanut buttery Do-si-do. But the 
most surprising drink is Mr. Kipling’s 
Flip, a concoction of brandy, lemon 
juice, Genepy, cream, egg white, and 
lavender bitters that complements the 
silky richness of the Trefoil shortbread. 
A rotating selection of two of 
these cocktails will be offered nightly, 
until the bar runs out of cookies (an 
estimated one or two more weeks, de- 
pending on demand). And if you fell in 
love with a drink last year and are very, 
very lucky, Piaskowy might just bring 
it back for a special.

If the cochinita perbil is any indi- 
cation, the prices are low and the por- 
tions are big. Basically the Yucatan’s 
version of carnitas, except cooked with 
citric acid, it’s a big bowl of delicious- 
ness served with Salvadoran tortillas 
and pickled onions that cries out for 
having gone out drinking the night be- 
fore. I almost couldn't finish it. 

If that doesn’t sound too appetiz- 
ing, fear not, gringo/a! Breakfast ser- 
vice picks up at 7 a.m. with such fare 
as bacon and eggs, dulce de leche pan- 
cakes, and bagels with cream cheese (as 
well as some conspicuously nutritious 
salads). Detouring back to El Salvador, 
there are plantain empanadas, chicken 
panuchos, and several kinds of tama- 
les. Pupusas are $2.50 each, which is 
a bit more than La Santaneca de La 
Mission, but still a bargain. 

The remodel opened up the space 
dramatically, too. I remember Cuco’s 
being dark and cramped (and, for what 
it’s worth, on the dirty side) but Eman- 
uel’s is surprisingly full of light. The 
ceilings are higher and the front win- 
dows have been opened up for seating. 
A space that could easily have become 
something unspeakably artisanal is in- 
stead the best possible successor to its 
beloved former occupant.

Going Places 


It’s such a cliché not to judge a 
book by its cover that it’s a wonder books 
still have covers at all. But even most digi- 
tal versions do. 

I must have walked past the Kezar 
Bar & Restaurant at Carl and Cole a 
hundred times over the past few years, 
and somehow always thought it was a 
dive bar. I honestly don’t know why. 

After I finally stepped inside, it was 
like one of those TV moments when 
the “plain” girl takes off her glasses 
and the boy realizes she’s a 10, or 
when Clark Kent takes off his glasses 
and Lois Lane realizes he’s Superman. 
The whole audience thinks, “What an 
idiot!” 

But if clichés didn’t really happen, 
they wouldn't be clichés. 

Crossing the threshold at the Kezar 
is like entering another world, a trick 
that even the best bars often handle 
with less aplomb. Its interior is 
lavishly decorated in a Mexi- 
can-ish theme (I say “ish” 
because I can’t speak to its 
authenticity). Colorful 
ceramic cattle skulls sit 
on the walls next to 
wooden boxes shaped 
like the architectural 
features of churches 
that contain glowing 
red stars and Bud- 
dhist iconography. 

The big central bar 
is tastefully covered 
with dark wood with 
glass flourishes adorn- 
ing it. The back seating 
area has a mural on the 
upper wall featuring colorful 
skeletons. 

It all veers suspiciously close to New 
Age bullshit art, which is precisely why 
the fact that it doesn’t cross that line 
makes it so effective. For all that, it’s 
no “quirkier” than any given tourist/ 
hipster-wannabe bar in the Financial 
District, and since it’s taking a genuine 
risk, its success yields genuine rewards. 

I sit at a table in the back area and 
realize ’'d had no idea until I crossed 
the threshold just how much I needed 
to step into another world. I'd been 
having the kind of week that drives a 
man to throw it all away and go have 
an adventure. I wonder just how many 
San Franciscans would leave to join 
the French Foreign Legion if they 
knew they could come back to their 
apartments in five years — because if 
you re going to spend your time wading 
through miserable bullshit anyway, at 
least it could have a glint of heroism 
attached. Right? 

But most of us only want adven- 
tures we know we can come back from. 
The real deal is open-ended in a way 
that becomes less and less appealing 
the more you have to lose. 







TISTILLATIONS 





How much do really have to lose? 
Just enough to keep me from selling 
everything and travel the world looking 
for Shangri-la, or so much that I can’t 
even make it to Burning Man? 

The drinks at the Kezar are very 
much of this world, but still sharp 
and well-conceived. The Lavender 
Haze (gin, cucumber, lavender, lem- 
on) is exquisite in its simplicity while 
Satan’s Whiskers (gin, red and white 
vermouths, orange bitters) is smooth 
and tasty. 

My third drink, the Reviver (gin, 
Lillet, cointreu, bitters, absinthe, lem- 
on) is unexpectedly spicy — where did 
that come from? — making it the most 
difficult of the three drinks to get into. 
Perhaps I just want to be comforted? 

For all of the Kezar’s constant 
noise — this is a bar with multiple 
TVs — it’s a peaceful place when it isn’t 

packed. Peace helped me stop 
bitching to people about life. 
And thank God: There’s 
nothing worse than a 
guy who won't shut up 
about his middle-class 
troubles. Ours is 
not the redemptive 
stress of real risks 
taken and heroic 
endeavors begun, 
but of digging our 
claws in unneces- 
sarily hard to stay in 
place. There are only 
so many times you 
can say, ‘I’m terrified 
of letting go” before it 
becomes a cliché. 
Kezar’s menu is almost 
as strong as the drinks. Lamb 
burgers, potato pancakes, fancy salads, 
barbecue ribs ... it screams “date bar,” 
and is, most definitely, not a dive. 

When I was young, I traveled the 
world. I wasn’t looking for adventure 
because | was living it. I wasn’t looking 
for a portal to another world — I had 
already taken a train there, and been 
interrogated by Russian customs of- 
ficials outside Prague. Kezar provides 
an echo of those things without any of 
their pointless energy and exhausting 
vitality — conjuring up the other- 
worldly without touching the uncanny. 
This is the perfect experience for some- 
body who wants to change his life but 
probably never will because it’s still, al- 
together, pretty damn good. A genuine 
risk is too risky. 

And if that is a well-worn groove 
to occupy, well, there may be a reason 
for that.

Rebellious Roots 


Charles Amirkhanian

What do bird flight patterns, 


Twin Peaks, and the traditional Japanese 
stringed instrument called the koto have 
in common? This weekend, they'll all 
come together when Other Minds cele- 
brates its 20th anniversary as a conver- 
gence point for the outcasts, outliers, 
and misfits of modern music. 

Billed enigmatically as “A Festi- 
val of Unexpected New Music,” this 
year’s event takes place from March 
6 through 8 at the SF Jazz Center, 
and features a preposterously diverse 
program, including multiple world 
premieres. These include a microtonal 
string quartet by avant-garde stalwart 
Miya Masaoka, a truly ambitious mul- 
timedia installation based on avian 
migration by Norwegian composer 
Maja S.K. Ratjke, and a musical inter- 
pretation of our very own Twin Peaks 
(the S.F location, not the TV show) 
with a trio led by Bay Area new music 
icon and tape music pioneer, Pauline 
Oliveros. But according to the festi- 
val’s founder and director, composer 
Charles Amirkhanian, this wildly 
eclectic programming results from the 
humblest intentions. 

“We try to present unusual music 
that’s attractive but also has an intel- 
lectual depth,” Amirkhanian explains. 
A former DJ for Berkeley’s fiercely 
independent KPFA, the composer 
has been embracing multiple strains 
of non-mainstream art for decades. 
With an ear for common intentions, 
he stopped hearing the differences be- 
tween these strains years ago. Despite 
the lack of a shared sonic or aesthetic 
sensibility, the artists of Other Minds 
have one significant thing in common: 
community. Whether hailing from 
the Middle East, Europe, Australia, or 
the U.S., these creators are disparate 
branches of one tree. 

In an era of intense genre fractal- 
ization, many artists have opted to 
dump the hybridized giddy mashup 
descriptors, either opting to go sim- 
ple — improv, rock, classical — or 
dropping any signifier of genre at all. 
Maja S.K. Ratkje’s pedigree, including 
stints with Norwegian Radio Orches- 
tra, avant-metal band SunnO))), and 
the BBC Scottish Symphony Orchetra, 
necessitates the latter route. She labels 
herself simply as a composer, encom- 
passing a musical sensibility ranging 
from electroacoustic ensemble pieces 
that evoke silent snowscapes to the 
utterly feral vocal improvs that she 
routinely presents around the world 
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as a solo performer and a collaborator. 
To borrow (and butcher) a cliché, she’s 
a little bit classical, a little bit black 
metal. And, like so many of her com- 
rades in arms, neither genre is willing 
to claim her. 

The first night of Other Minds will 
see the world premiere of her piece 
Birds and Traces II, a sequel of sorts to 
a piece she premiered in 2010 with col- 
laborator Kathy Hinde, created “in the 
fields of Aldeburgh, one of the largest 
stop-over fields for migrating birds in 
UK.” Her piece may be the most techni- 
cally ambitious offering of the weekend, 
a multimedia experience inspired by 
bird migration patterns that will incor- 
porate origami bird sculptures, an elec- 
tronically mangled chorus of tape-re- 
corded Norwegian songs “interpreted” 
by English-speaking children, and an 
accordion (capably squeezed by Frode 
Haltli), among other things. If that 
sounds precious to you, spend a few 
minutes with the paint-peeling, visceral 
audio assaults on Ratkje’s Soundcloud 
and revise your opinion accordingly. 

On the opposite end of the spec- 
trum is the comparatively traditional 
but no less moving music of composer 
Tigran Mansurian. His orchestral clas- 
sical works are by turns heartrending 
and uplifting, occasionally recalling 
the grandeur of a calmer, more pensive 
Mahler. He may seem less “out” than 
his peers at Other Minds, but his roots 
are in rebellion. 

“Tigran was a radical composer 
when the former Soviet Union forbade

such styles in Armenia,” says Amirkha- 
nian. His inclusion in Other Minds is 
also illustrative of this year’s unique 
theme: reunion. He shares roots with 
Amirkhanian as an Armenian refugee 
and, more importantly, an omnivorous 
lover of music, a bond that stretches 
back decades. 

“This is the first year we’re inviting 
back artists from past years,” says 
Amirkhanian. That includes Mansuri- 
an and Bay Area tape music pioneer 
Pauline Oliveros, who will also be 
premiering a new piece at the festival. 
For Amirkhanian, championing new 
music has been a lifetime goal, and this 
year’s festival is a kind of homecom- 
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ing. He speaks fondly of his work as a 
DJ in the ‘60s, turning new listeners 
on to the earliest compositions of 
then-unknowns Steve Reich and Philip 
Glass — as well as turning some off to 
these new sounds: “I was playing Steve 
Reich’s [tape piece] Come Out, and I 
almost got kicked off the air.” 

He also recalls giddily sharing am- 
bient field recordings (experiments 
which soon evolved into the musique 
concréte experiments of Luc Ferrari) 
with confused listeners, thrilling to 
the innovation and turning the other 
cheek to naysayers. He welcomes the 
advances of modern technology and 
the access it affords versus the exclu- 
sive narrow stream he offered as a low- 
ly DJ on independent radio. “Getting 
that kind of [access] used to be a war.” 
He invites today’s sonic explorers to 
avail themselves of this infinite access 
via radiom.org, an exhaustive archive 
of avant-garde music, field recordings, 
and audio interviews, including talks 
with luminaries such as avant-rock 
forefather turned pop impresario Bri- 
an Eno. A composer in his own right, 
Amirkhanian will be presenting several 
pieces at this year’s festival including 
Miatsoom, a half-hour aural documen- 
tary of the socioeconomic chaos of the 
modern day Republic of Armenia. 

Enduring Bay Area new music icon 
and friend of OM Pauline Oliveros will 
also return this year to debut Twins 
Peeking at Koto, a collaborative piece 
based on live improvisation. Although 
her roots are in tape manipulation and 
sound art, her contemporary focus on 
deep, mutual listening informs this 
tribute to S.F’s “two most famous 
twins.” As she says, “The metaphor 
of Twin Peaks may be heard or not. 
For me it is an essential part of San 
Francisco, where there is wild life at 
its center.” 

At 82 years old, Oliveros is not 
wont to leave her home in upstate New 
York for just anyone. But Amirkhanian 
is not just anyone. “I have total appre- 
ciation for Charles and his lifetime of 
work supporting all this music,” says 
Oliveros. It’s that support and enthu- 
siasm that buoyed the sonic adven- 
turousness for Other Minds for two 
decades now — and beyond.

There are an awful lot of good 
DJs, but there are very few truly great 
ones. A good DJ gets a dancefloor going 
and keeps it that way; a great one engages 
both the physical and mental faculties of 
the crowd, making them sweat while si- 
multaneously broadening their concep- 
tions of what dance music can be. Steffi is 
one of the world’s truly great DJs, pushing 
the boundaries of techno and house music 
by knocking down walls between genres, 
styles, and sounds. 

Born in the Netherlands and now 
based in Berlin, Steffi has been throwing 
parties and putting out records (she’s 
at the helm of two labels: electro-based 
Klakson, and Dolly, which focuses on 
deep house and techno) for more than 
a decade. Her big break came in 2007, 
when she moved to Berlin and began a DJ 
residency at Panorama Bar, the upstairs 
house music-centric big sister to the tech- 
no mega-club Berghain. While the warm, 
uplifting vibe of Panorama Bar made a big 
impact on her DJ sets, Steffi goes well be-

Last year, Tim Sweeney celebrated the 15th 
anniversary of his weekly radio show, Beats 
In Space, on NYU's radio station WYNU-FM. 
The show has long since outgrown its col- 
lege-radio roots, becoming an outpost for 
DJs across the globe to showcase their 
sound when visiting New York. Besides the 
show, Sweeney curates the Beats In Space 
record label, which plays host to a variety of 
artists across the psychedelic-cosmic-dis- 
co-house spectrum, like Palmbomen, a 
Dutchman with a slow, languid, spaced-out 
sound. He'll be playing live, in support of his 
upcoming album Palmbomen II. Later, Tim 
Sweeney will DJ, mixing accessible, easy 
grooves with heavyweight house and disco, 
meaning the casual crowd will have just as 
much fun as the dance music aficionados. 
Joining him is Eug, known for his FACE par- 
ties and soaring cosmic disco DJ sets, some 
of the finest in San Francisco, and Ryan 
Poulsen, a long-active local affiliated with 
the indie-dance-disco affair Gun Club.

In 2001, Canadian producer Tiga and his 
partner Zyntherius (aka Finnish producer 
Jori Hulkonnen) released their first single, a 
rework of Corey Hart's cheesy-but-irresist- 
ible 80s hit “Sunglasses At Night.” They kept 
the catchy melodies of the original and 
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yond house music. Her sets reach far and 
wide, incorporating stark, sleek minimal 
techno as well as bouncy, raucous electro. 
She also has deep knowledge of the mid- 
90s phenomenon known as “intelligent 
dance music,’ or IDM — think Aphex 
Twin, Autechre, and the like — and mixes 
those tunes into her sets flawlessly, add- 
ing a cerebral flair to her DJ sets. 
Opening up the night is Doc Sleep, 
one of San Francisco’s best local DJs, 
whose penchant for deep, spacious tech- 
no will be the perfect appetizer for Steffi. 
And because it’s a Honey Soundsystem 


paired them with a retro-inspired electro 
beat, creating an instant hit that spawned a 
genre unto itself. “Sunglasses At Night” es- 
sentially invented the blueprint for “electro- 
clash,” in which producers mixed the robotic 
machine-funk of classic electro with the 
catchier, brighter sounds of pop and new 
wave. Fourteen years later, Tiga is still at it, 
running his own label (Turbo) and producing 
tunes that have much heavier, techno-in- 
spired rhythms, with tongue still planted 
firmly in cheek; Tiga is a techno trickster, 
fun-loving and impossible to pin down. He's 
playing an extended set for Lights Down Low 
(meaning you can expect the full gamut of 
his sound), and party residents Corey Size- 
more and Richie Panic will both be on hand 
to kick off the proceedings. 


On&On and Public Works present Rob

“It’s a book, it’s a record, it’s a movie for your ears!” proclaims the tagline for this seriously imaginative project by veteran pro- 
ducer Brian Beattie. That’s no joke: Ivy and the Wicker Suitcase is one of the most immersive, simultaneously sweet and dark 
concept albums we’ve heard in the last decade, drawing easy comparisons to the hero’s journey of Nilsson’s classic The Point. 
Beattie’s worked with everyone from Bill Callahan to Okkervil River's Will Sheff to Daniel Johnston — which helps explain 
why these three heavyweights would lend their voices to what appears at first glance to be a twisted children’s fairy tale set to 
music. It’s part that, to be sure, but it’s also part classic radio drama, along with an intricately illustrated book (thanks to Beat- 
tie’s wife, Valerie) that guides listeners through our protagonist’s search for a treasure that will save her family’s farm. If you're 
looking for something a little unexpected on a Saturday afternoon, this all-ages show is the place to be.
